Specia) Agents of the FBI observed on October 16, 1967, 
from 4 p.m. to 5:30 p.m. a demonstration and rally at 
Independence Hall Park, 6th and Chestnut Streets, Philadelphia, 
Pa., sponsored by PADU and supported by the Philadelphia 
Area Vietnam Committee (Vietnam Summer}, Clergy and Laymen 
Concerned About Vietnam, Women Strike for Peace (WSP), 
Philadelphia Mobilization Committee, and Veterans for Peace in 
Vietnam. Among those identified were members of the Communist 
Party (CP), the W. E. B, Du Bois Club of America (DCA), 
Philadelphia Young Socialist Alliance (PYSA), WSP, Peace 
Committee, Committee for Non-Violent Action (cnvas, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS), PADU, and others. Present 
were also a large number of unidentified "hippie types” for a 
total of about 300 people. 


A loud-speaker was set up on a platform, and Gordon 
Fels of PADU was master of ceremonies. Speakers who generally 
condemned United States activities in Vietnam as immoral, 
illegal, unjust, and who were in support of those refusing 
to fight were as follows: 


Rev. David Gracie, Episcopal Diocese of Philadelphia, 
who said he had previously counseled young men to avoid the 
draft, but to be careful not to violate the law, but now 
he feels that the tax laws and Selective Service laws or any 
laws that supported the war should not be obeyed. He said 
the United States has as its purpose the domination of Asia, 
and the United States would not be fighting if they were not 
fighting a colored people. Ke congratulated the young men who had 
the courage to refuse to cooperate. 


Thompson Bradley, Professor, Swarthmore College, said 
that the poor, the uneducated, and the displaced are those 
who эге sent to Vietnam. He said the real heroes are those 
who refuse to go, and "we" will go to jail with them. He said 
the draftees are forced to brutalize, burn, and destroy the 
culturé of Vietnam.

Ethel Taylor, Coordinator of Philadelphia WSP, stated 
that those who refused to go should be supported and that 
she would rather be a draft dodger than a murderer. 

At this time Fred Moore spoke anû identified himsel 
as one who has previously served a prison term for refusing 
to obey the draft. He stated thar. he was interrupting the 
rally to report that one of the group, Jim Hart, had been 
arrested by the police for no reason and that Gregg Carlson 
had stood in front of the patrol wagon and was likewise 
arrested and taken away. Moore urged that those present 
stand together in the event of similar arrests and that they 
Jet no one else be taken away from the rally.

Bob Heisler, National Educational Director of DCA, 
spoke on the Ronald Lockman Case. Lockman is a Philadelphia 
soldier who was previously affiliated with the DCA who refused 
to fight in Vietnam. He said the DCA will support all soldiers 
like Lockman who refused to go to Vietnam. He said soldiers 
like Lockman speak for all of us. 


Fred (Wilfred) Batchelder, Head of the Veterans and 
Reservists for Peace in Vietnam, said tha. he was in World 
War II, and he made his decision then and now these boys have 
made their decision and have refused to go. He admired them 
for their courage and pledged support to those who have guts 
enough to say “Hell no, I won't go." 


Daniel Silverman, Organizer of The Resistance in 
Philadelphia, stated that lwe" must resist the draft. We 
must reach those with money and influence. We must change 
the attitude of the people from apathy to actin, He said he 
would refuse to carry Selective Service cards, refuse to 
cooperate with the draft, and would help others who wwuld do 
likewise. 


Those who said they were sending back their draft 
cards’ to Selective Service and who made a brief statement were 
as follows: 
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said he could no longer cooperate with the system. 


Bob Green, white male, who stated that war is morally 
wrong and that he could not cooperate with the draft. He said 
he rejects Selective Service and paying taxes. 


William Schauman, 36-107-45-421, said he thought this 
(the rally) was really great. 


Tony Avirgan said he had come to the conclusion that 
war is wrong and that he must actively do everything he can do 
to make sure there is no more killing. 


Richard Sloat who said he was 1-Y. 


Richard T. Williams, Negro male, said he was surprised 
and embarrassed by one thing - he did not see enough of his 
black brothers here. He said there a lot of his black brothers 
over there, and he wanted to see more here. He then asked for 
matches. He was joined by one Negro and one white youth 
(Frank Fe™.a) and burned what appeared to be their draft cards 
before the audience. 


Jerry D. Coffin, white male, stated that like my 
brothers just did today, I am going to destroy my card because 
I can't in any way cooperate with the Selective Service. He 
then read a prepared statement, a copy of which follows: 
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Jerry Coffin then burned his Selective Service 
Registration card ani two classification cards. Joining 
in the card burning were John Merk Blawn (phonetic) who burned 
a card, anc Dave Sinex who burned his induction notice and 
yelled, "Burn baby burn" as the audience applauded. 


Others whe spoke briefly against the draft and the

After the rally, the turning in of their draft cards 
and certificates, and the mailing of samo, a group of about 100 
demonstrators went to the Priladelphia Police Department at 
Bth and Race Streets, Priladclphia, Pa., and demonstrated 
from about 5:50 to 6:55 p.m. protesting the arrest of the two 
demonstrators. At this time most of the demonstrators departed; 
however, according to news sources, several stayed around until 


about 10:15 p.m.

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) observed an onti-war demonstration 
held in Chicago at the Civic Center Plaza on October 13, 
1971. Sponsors included the National Peace Action 
Coalition (NPAC), Chicago Peace Council and the CALC. 
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Speakers called for continuing resistance to the war | 
and they claimed that the wage price freeze proved that 

the Nixon Administration is trying to force the nations 
workers tc bear the economic burden of the war, 
Approximately 150 persons participated in the | 
demonstration which started at noon and ended at 2:10 p.m. 
There were no incidents and no arrests.

The "Chicago Sun Times" issue of Noverbor 19, 
1971, published a photographof anti-war protestors from 
philadelphia playing,dead in front of the White House on 
November 18, 1971. d 
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On November 19, 1971, Special Agents of 
the FBI at Washington, D.C, observed participants in 
the "Daily Death Toll Project", On that date, at 
9:30 a.m., B group of about 65 persons from the Madison, 
Wisconsin, Chicago and Indiana areas gathered at a church 
іп the vicinity of áth and Carolina Avenue, S.E, 
Washington, D.C. At approximately 2:30 p.m. the group 
dressed in robes with faces painted white began to 
march to the White House and at 4:00 p.m. arrived at the 
White House and marched in front of the building for 25 
minutes when more than half of tbe group layed down in 
the entrance of the west gate. Shortly thereafter, an 
official for the U.S, Park Police advised those lying 
in the entrance that they were in violation of the law 
and that the group had five minutes to disperse or be 
arrested. Subsequently about 37 persons were arrested, 
All arrests were completed shortly after 5:00 p.m, and the 
group dispersed without further incidents. | 





The "Chicago Sun Times" issue of April 19, 1972, 
page 54 reflected that the CALC “an internaticnal anti-war 
group" had announced that it had started a national campaign 
aimed at forcing Honeywell, Incorporated, tc stop manufacturing 
fragmentation Lombs used in the Southcast Asia war. The article 
reflected that the Reverend Martin Deppe, Chairman of the 
Chicago Chapter of the CALC and Associate Pastor of the First 

United Methodist Church of Evanston, had held a press conference 
to make the announcement. It was shown that a similar 
announcement had been made at the organizations New York 
City headquarters. It was shown that the CALC activities 
locally would concentrate on showing the public all Honeywell's 
activities in the war and meet with corporation officials, ` 
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On April 29, 1972, asilent vigil in protest 
of the war in Vietnam was held by representatives of the 
North Shore Community of the CALC and the North Shore 
Women for Peace from 11:00 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. at the 
main entrance to the Glenview Naval Air Station, 
Approxirately 70 to 80 people represented these two Eroups. 
Ten members of the group, accompanied by the Reverend 
William Hogan conducted a guerilla theater play. The 
group requested permission to enter the base to plant 
Some trees, however, permission was denied by naval fos 
authorities, Thore were no incidents and no arrests. (y

Tus “Chicago Daily News" issue of May 9, 
1972, reflected that anti-war demonstrators were on the

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Honeywell, Incorporated, Mc RENE ; - on 
June 1, 1972, that the Clergy and Laymen Concerned group had 
exerted considerable pressure on Honeywell, Incorporated, in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, in connection with the annual ine ІШІН 
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meeting held in Minneapolis on April 26, 1972. According t 
this group was highly active for some weeks receding April А 
1972, by conducting antiwar demonstrations, olding meetings, 
disseminating literature and in general, propagandizing the ill 
effects of Honeywell, Incorporated war production. He recalled 
that the CALC held an antiwar march in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
late in March, 1972, in which about 200 Twin City clergymen, 
seminarians and laymen participated in an antiwar protest 
during Holy Week.

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He further informed that on April 6, 1972, 
James H. Binger, Chairman of the Board of Honeywell, Incorporated; 
and two other top Honeywell officials met with four national _ 
leaders of the CALC in Minneapolis. Honeywell officials met 
with Richard х fernandez of New York City ecutive Director 
of Clergy and Laymen Concerned; Richard А alk, professor 
of international law at Princeton University ‘and two = 
other CALC leaders. The purpose of the meeting was to attempt 
to have Honeywell disclose its defense contracts and to name 
a committee to study the manner in which peacetime conversion 
could be introduced. The CALC officials filed three resolutions 
with the Board for inclusion in the corporation's proxy 
Statement. Discussion was also had relative to the format of 
the forth-coming annual stockholders’ meeting.

A newspaper release in the April 19, 1972, issue 
of the Minneapolis Star was captioned, "Campaign seeks to 
dissuade Honeywell from weapons field." This release indicated 
that a nationwide campaign to persuade Honeywell, Incorporated, 
to stop making antipersonnel weapons was introduced on April 18, 
1972, Фу the Minnesota Clergy and Laymen Concerned. In a related 
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development, Honeywell officíals claimed іс had made only five of 
the twelve weapons attributed to the company by the antiwar 
group. Members of the CALC stated that the "supreme goal" of 

the groups’ campaign was "to get Honeywell to publicly announce 
it will cease and desist the manufacture of antipersonnel 

weapons used in Southeast Asia, by their stockholders’ meeting 

in 1973.

À news item sppearing in the Minnesota Daily on 
April 24, 1972, stated that a groupd 80 antiwar demonstrators 
participated in a rally on April 21, 1972, sponsored by the 
Clergy and Laymen Concerned. The rally occurred at the new 
Federal Building in Mínneapol$s, Minnesota, and the principal. 
speaker was Reverend Vincent/Hawkinson of Grace University 
Lutheran Church in Minneapolis, The demonstration was 


conducted in a peaceful manner. ا‎ 
The Minnesota Daily is a pally Student newspaper 
of the University of Minnesota published in Minneapolis, 


Minnesota. 


A news release in the Minnesota Daily on 
April 27, 1972, states that Reverend Robert McAffee Brown, 
Dean of the Stanford ее School of Theology, gave a 
sermon on 2. 24, 1972, ас the Hennepin Avenue United 
Methodist Church in Minneapolis. He spoke to a congregation 
of about 300 persons on the subject of corporate responsibility. 
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Brown spoke principally concerning the ill effects of war 
Е r "rt 

production by Honeywell, Incorporated and was quoted as 

saying "We must accompany our plea to stockholders with a plea 

to ourselves." Brown called for а reversal of Honeywell's 

tendency to "beat plowshares into swords and pruning hooks into 

spears." This affair was sponsored by the Minnesota CALC. 


On April 26, 1972 УЧИ svi ses that the M 
CALC would actively participate in the annual stockholders’ Г. 
meeting held at the Minneapolis Audimrium on April 26, 1972. “ 
A group of about 15 to 20 persons remained outside of the 
auditorium at the entrance immediately proceding the opening 
of the meeting at 2:00 p.m., and demonstrated at the entrance for 
a period of about 45 minutes. They protested against Honeywell 
by carrying signs, reciting poetry, conducting skits and other 
peaceful-type activities. Much of the outside demonstration 
was led by Robert McAffee Brown. Only qualified persons were 
permitted in the auditorium to attend the Stockholders meeting. 
There a»peared to be at least one half dozen representing the 
CALC gr: up in the auditorium. Thropgh a prearranged agreement 
with Ho:.eywell officials, the meetfng was opened in the auditorium 
with a prayer by Sister Mary Luke/Tobin of the National Office . 
of the CALC. During the meeting, which was conducted in an .; —- 
orderly fashion, several spokesmen for the CALC and other 
church groups read speeches condemning the war in Vietnam and . 
Honeywell's contribution. There was no apparent attempt to 
obstruct the meeting by any of the persons within the auditorium 
and the stockholders' meeting terminated at about 5:00 p.m., 


in an orderly manner.

A column appearing in the Minneapolis Tribune on 
May 30, 1972, was captioned, "30 protest Honeywell war policies." 
The item stated that about 30 persons gathered on May 29, 1972, 
outside the homes of two officials of Honeywell, Incorporated, 
to pray for a change in the corporation's policy. They went to 
the homes of James H. Binger, Chairman of the Board, and 
Stephen F. Keating, President of Honeywell, Incorporated. : 
Neither Binger nor Keating were home on the occasion, however, 
the group conducted prayers and proceeded with their demonstration 
nevertheless. The affair was sponsored by the Minnesota CALC 
whichewas described as the local chapter of the national antiwar 
organization of the CALC. 


The Minneapolis Tribune is a daily newspaper 
published in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
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Several Minneapolis confidential informants and sources 
who are completely familiar with the membership and activities 
of radical revolutionaries and other subversive or violence- 
prone elements in the Minnesota area, all advised, during 
the course of this inquiry that the local CALC is not ç 
infiltrated, or controlled by any of these mentioned elements. 
These same sources stated that they know of mo individuals ` 
within the local organization who were known to them to be 
affiliated with subversive elements.

a@ rally for peace was held at DAG HAMASKOLD PLAZA, 
directly across the street from Holy Family Church. Two 
noted speakers at this rally were EILEEN EAGAN and Sister 
MARY LUKE TOBIN, both of whom were introduced as national 
directors of CALL. 


In the February 6, 1973 edition of the "New York

The CALC was described as an association of national _ 
and local groups forrned in 1965 1n response to the United т 
States action in Southeast Asia. Its primary goal was to 
bring a total end to the Indochina War and to demilitarize 
Anericen life. It sought to chance those values which corrupt 
American public policy, foreign and domestic. The CALC sought 
the repatriation without reprisals of United States deserters, 
craftdodrers and fugitive war protestors. The CALC headquarters 
was located at 475 Riverside Drive, New York, New York.
